“The mo.st Intorcatliig liiing I Bnw,” 
salt!

'I'ho hornea and mu lea 
w’onid not ordinarily drink it, but 
sometimes, under Intense tliirat, they 
W’ouid rush into one of these lakes and 
drink freely, witli fatal ref'ulta. 
From 
tlio lower Humboldt over to the Carson 
there is fnlly forty miles of very samiy, 
alkali de.s^rt rollinji, iiumnioelvy land 
- across whieh the tired animals eould 
hardly force tnelr way. and tiie road in 
old tinu'H was said to be literally strew­ 
ed witli bones and w it ii frafimems of 
honseiiold fnrnisliings droiiiK'd out on 
the way to lighten loads. Many people 
died on this last piece of road, nnd 
their friends, on reailiinit tliii Carson 
river, would bury tlielr l>odic>s in a lit 
tie cenieterj' wliieh eventually eamo to 
contain many hundred bodic's. as was 
shown by the gun barrei.s or other 
pieces of iron driven into the ground at 
Uie head of eaeh Krave. 'i'his land was 
lately plowed up anil put into alfalfa. 
The farnnir who did it gathered many 
wagon loads of old iron, wiiich he 
dumped into the Carson river to got it 
out of the way. 'rhere is now' uotliing 
loft of Hagtown but one houae and a 
blacksmith sliop. 


“II is proposed, with tho water to bo 
stored here, to reclaim this great ex­ 
tent of desert and convert a considera­ 
ble part of it into a densely settled and 
highly cultivated farming region. Tho 
soil, although sandy and iu places al­ 
kaline, is as a whole of good (luality 
and Avith an adeipiato water supply 
would yield large crops. 
Within the 
present docado it Is hoped that this 
desolate country will l>e covered with 
farms and traversed by good roads, a 
transformation more wonderful than 
anything the emigrant trains w’oro des­ 
tined to find in El Dorado. 


“One of tho curious things about this 
chango Ja that on tho very land over 
which tho emigrants pas.sed with so 
much suffering and wliero so many 
persons died from thirst It ha.s recently 
l)een found pos.sible to dig well.s nnd 
get a very fair quallty of w'ater. 
To 
be sure, they did not have strength or 
interest to dig, and naturally they 
would have suppo.sod tlnit If they did 
Btrlko water It would l)o alkaline." 


Such tranaformations as Mr. Newell 
describes make the irrigation experi­ 
ment mo.st fascinating. 
One danger 
must bo avoided at tbo capitol—the 
pressure which will inevitably arise 
to have this reclaimed land given away 
or made tiie basis of some comprehen­ 
sive scheme of govermnent charity. 
Senator Hoar, for example, introduced 
a bill of moat o.vtraordinary ciiaractcr 
tho other day at tho rciiuost of the 
Salvation Army, and, while the senator 
guarded himself by saying that he 
did not desire "to be committed to all 
Its dotails,” tlie bill cannot bo regarded, 
coming from so widely exteniTed a re­ 
ligious organization, as witliout strong 
backing. 
It proposes an issue of $C»0,- 
000,000 in <5 per cent bonds, tlie pro­ 
ceeds to be used in moving tho poor 
of tho groat cities to the irrigated re­ 
gions of tho west and there estabiiah- 
iug them iu prolitabie agrlcuituro. 


This particular measuro, will never 
pass, but plans for getting the reclaim­ 
ed laud for nothing may bo expected 
to brealv fortli in congress ubout as 
soon as any of It is ready for the plow. 
The government has no purpose of 
getting any interest on Its investment 
In any way. Ail that it hopes to do is to 
get the original outlay restored liy ten 
annual payments fi'oui the water users. 
This is liberal cnouiih, siluce Undo 
Ssani lakes ull tlie risks of v('ut\ires 
wiiicli may cost more tliaii si'ttlers are 
ever Aviiiiug lo k'» in on, ¡nui at tliis 
line Ijetwccn Itusiiu'ss and lu'uevofliuco 
congress slioulil uuiUe u liriu stwud.

This bench saves one from 
stooping to tho floor each timo tho 
mop or cloth, must bo wrung out, 
and' it is this stooping tliat makes 
this kind of work so tiresome.
